And firſt to remouethat vaworthy aſperſion, 
wherewith ill diſpoſcd mindes, guiding their 
Attions by corrupt ends, haue both by Letters 
from thence, and by rumours here at home, 
ſought yniuſtly co ſtaine and blemilh that Coun- 
trey, as being barren and vnprofitable, Wee 
hauvethought it necefliry for the full ſatisfaRi- 
on of all, to make ir publikely knowne, that 
by diligent examination wee haue aſſuredly 


found, thoſe Letters and Rumours to have 


beene falſe and malicious; procured by pra- 


| tile, andſuborned to enill purpoſes : And con« 


trarily diſaduowed by the teſtimony vpon 
Oath of the chiefe Inhabitants of all the Coe 
lony z by whom we are aſcertained, that the 
Countrey is rich, ſpacious, and well watered; 
temperate as for the Climate; very healthfull 
after men are alictle accuſtomed toit z aboun-

But touching thoſe Com- 
modi for which that Countrey is proper, 
and which haue beene lately ſet vp for the Ad- 
uenturors benefit : we referre you to a true note 
ef them, lately delivered in a great and gene- 
rall Court,and hereunto annexed for your bet- 
ter information. By which and other appro- 
ved informations brought vnto vs, Wee 
great aſſurance, that this Countrey, as it is ſea- 
red neere the midſt of the world, e the 
extreamities of heate and cold z So ir alſo par» 
ticipateth of the benefits of bothe, and is capa= 
ble (being affifted with ſkill and induſtry ) of 
the richeſt commodities of moſt parts of the 
Earth.

and great perfection. The 1rew, which bath fo. 
| waſted our Engbſb Woods, that it (elfe in ſhort 
time muſt decay together with chem, is to be 


had in Yirginia (where waſting of Woods is a 
benefic) for all good conditions anſwerable to 
the beſt in the world. Tae Wines, Fruite, and 
Salr of Frawce-and Spaine ; The Silkes of Perſia 
and 1talie, will be found allo in Yirgimia, and in 
no kinde of worth inferior. Wee omit here a 
multicude of other natural! Commodities, diſ- 
peirſed vp and downe the divers parts of the 
world : of Woods,Rootes, and Berries, for ex- 
cellent Dyes: Of Plants and other Drugges, 
tor Phylicall ſeruice: Of [ſweet Woods,Oyles, 
an] Gummes, for pleaſure and other vie : Of 
Cotten-wooll, and Sugar-Canes,all which may 
there alſo be had in abundance, with an infinity 
of other more: And will conclude with theſe 
three, Corne, Cattle, and Fiſh, which are the 
ſubſtance of the foode of man. The Graines of 
our Countrey doe proſper there very well: Of 
Wheare they haue great plenty:But their Aſaze, 
being the natural] Graine of that Countrey, 
doth farre exceedein pleaſantneſle,(trength and 
fertility. The Cattle which we haue tranſpor- 
red thither, (being now growne neere to fiue

The 
care likewiſe that hath beene .taken by directi- 
ons, Inſtruions, Charters, and Commiſhons 
to reduce the people and affaires in Yirgimia ine 
to a regular courſe, hath beene ſuch and fo. 
great, that the Colony beginneth now to have 
the face and faſhion of an orderly State, and 
ſuch as is likely to grow and proſper. The peo=« 
_ ple are all divided into ſcueral] Burroughs ; 


exch man having the ſhares of Land due to him 


ſer out,to hold and enioy tohim and his Heires. 
The publique Lands for the Company here,for 
the Gouernor there, for the College, and for 
 eachparticular Burrough, for the Minifters al- 
ſo, and for diuers other neceflary Ofhcers, are 
likewiſe laid out by order, and bounded. The 
particular Plantations for diuers priuate Socio« 
ries, arc ſetled in their Seates, being alotted to 
their content, and each in conuenient diſtance. 
Therigour of Martiall Law, wherewith before 
they were gouerned, is reduced within the li- 
mits preſcribed by his Maieſty : and the Jauda- 
ble forme of Juſtice and gouernment vſed in this 
Realme, eſtabliſhed, and followed as neere as 
may be. The Governovur is ſo reſtrained to a 
Counleil ioyned with him , that hee can doe 
wrong tono man, who may not haue ſpeedy 
remedy. |

remedy. Each Burrough, and each particular 
Plancation,partly hath,partly is bound to haue 
in ſhort eime, a ſufhcient Miniſter : for whom 
maintenance 1s ordained, to each of ewo hun. 
dred poundsa yeerc value. Which orderly pro- 
ceeding there, by diretion from hence, bath 
cauſed the Colony nowat lengrh to ſettle them- 
ſclues in a firme reſolution ro perpetuate the 
Plantation. They fall ro building of Houles, 
each tor his owne private; and the Generalitie 
to the rearing of publique Gueft houles, tor in- 
tercaining of new men vpon their firft arriuall. 
T hey fall ro (er vp their Ploughes ; to the Plan» 
ting ot Yineyards; to the purſuing of the Staple 
Commoaurics turniſhed and commended from 
hence. ln ſummethey are now lo full of alacri- 
tie and checretulneſle,that m a late generall AG 
ſembly, they haue in the name of the Colony 
preſenred their greateſt poſhble thankes to the 
Company, tor the care that hath beene taken 
for thc ſecling of the Plantation. Neither is it 
to bethines the care which hath been$ had 
here lately at.home, for the reducing of all the 
proceedings and affaires of the Company, to an 


orderly courſe of good government and Juftice. 


W herein to begin with the fountaine thereof, 
his Maicftics auchority and pleaſure, there hath 
beene a Colle&ion made of all the branches of 


the lame, diſperſed in his Letters Patents, now

three times renewed : as alſo: out of other In- 
firutions proceeding from his Maieſtie. Out of 
bothe which, together with ſuch other Orders 
as (authoriſed by his Maieſtie) the Company 


themſclues haue thought neceſlary to make, 
hath beene compiled a Booke of ftanding Or- 
ders and Conſticutions,approued by the gene- 
rall Conſent of all che Company: whereby both 
the company here,and the Colony in Yergimia, 
haue their buſineſle carried regularly, induitri- 
ouſly,and juſtly, eucry man knowing both his 
right and duety,to their generall great content, 
and the great aduancement of the Aion. And 
whereas the Colony likewiſe haue beene often 
Sutors in effect, to reduce into a compendious 
and orderly forme in wricing,the Lawes of Eng- 
' land proper for the vie of that Plantation, with 
addition of ſuch other, as the nature of the 
place, the nouitie of the Colony, and other im- 
portant circumſtances {hould neceſſarily re- 
quire: a courlc is likewiſe taken for the effet- 
ing of this worke , yet ſo as to ſubmit it firſt ro 
his Maicfties view and approbation ; it being 
not fit that his Maicſties Subiets ſhould be go- 
verned by any other Lawes,then ſuch asrecciue 
the influence of their life from him. 

And now to come to that which concerneth 
the Aduenturors in particular, by whoſe char» 
ges, care, and /abour (next vnto his Maieſtics 

eſpeciall 
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' twelue pounds and ten ſhillings, vpon a firft di-

eſpeciall grace,) this famous Plantation hath 
not onely bcene vndertaken, but through {o 
many difficulties vpheld and continued : wee 
ſhould be very greatly iniurious to them, if we 
ſhould not acquaint them with this ſcaſonable 
time, for the reaping of that benefit andreward 
which is due vnto them. Wee therefore let them 
knowe, that in this laſt yeare now ended, there - 
haus beene granted by the Company vnder 
their gal Seale,cleuen ſcuerall Patents for par- 
ticular Plantationsz and more are in hand to 
be palled this next Quarter-Courrt. Ir is not vn- 
probable, that vpon each of theſe Patents, di- 
uers hundreds of perſons will ſoone Plant in 
Virginia: there having beene already tranſpor- 
ted vpon the firſt, aboue three hundred men. 
Theſe and other like Planters, having priority of 
time,will baue priority alſo in choiſe of the Sear 
of their Plantations. Secing therefore the onely 
matterof retribution tothe Aduenturors,is by a 
faire proportion of Land to them & their heires; 
namely of one hundred acres for cuery ſhare of 


uilion ; and as much more vpon a ſecond, the 
firſt being peopled ; with fiftie acres for euery 
perſon, (to be doubled in like manner)which at 
their owne charges they ſhall tranſport to inha- 
bit in Yrrgivia before the 24.day of 1wwe 1 62.5.
